Education, 
Health Bill 
to Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson sends a health-ed- 
ucation message to Congress 
today. It may stir new contro- 
versy over milk for school chil- 
dren and mark the beginnings 
of a hospitalization 
program 


geared to increasing needs and 
medicare for the elderly. 


Johnson had given no indica- 


tion a fortnight ago that he 
would give way to congressional 
critics on the question of sub- 
sidized school lunches — includ- 
ing milk—for all pupils. 


He has advocated subsidies 


only for the needy, but not those 
who can buy their milk and food 
themselves. And he has sought 
a 79 per cent slash in the milk 
subsidy in the next fiscal year. 


Protests have come from par- 


ents, school officials, welfare 
agencies and congressmen. 


The health part of the double- 


barreled message was expected 
to deal with the problem of ade-

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THE GUN RUNNERS 
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Anybody Can Buy a Gun

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—On Nov. 22, 1963, President John 


Kennedy was killed by a bullet fired from a mail-order rifle 
purchased by a mentally deranged man. 


Last February the wife of a Falls Church, Va., school 


principal shot her four children to death before killing her- 
self with a pistol. The woman, who had spent six months in 
two mental institutions the year before, bought the pistol 
that morning at a department store. 


In Baltimore—where a written statement from the police 


commissioner and a 15-day waiting period are necessary be- 
fore a pistol can be purchased—a robber in mid-1964 took a 
taxi to suburban Essex where he bought a pistol. Four 
months later, a bullet from the gun killed a Baltimore police- 
man. 


A San Mateo, Calif., electronics worker bought a rifle at 


a shopping center last October. Two hours later, he used 
the weapon to kill his girl friend and himself. 


These senseless tragedies occurred In part because anybody 


n the United States can buy a gun. There arc no restric- 
tions on the sale of rifles and shotguns anywhere. Only 
seven states require a permit to purchase a handgun. 


Despite the emotional furies aroused by the assassination 


of President Kennedy, despite a national poll which showed 
eight out of 10 Americans favored stiller firearms-regis- 
tration requirements, despite a strong plea for a tough gun- 
control measure by President Johnson, Congress has twice 
failed to do anything about the easy availability of guns. 


This is not due to a lack of opportunity. Altogether there 


have been 34 firearms-control measures introduced in the 
last 26 months. 


The primary reason for this foot-dragging is the strong 


reaction of a small, but vocal, segment of the public hunters" 
gun collectors, firearms dealers and "patriotic" organiza- 
Lions. 


Opponents to severe federal firearms legislation point out 


lhat any criminal who seeks weapons and ammunition can 
always find them. Even the most stringent law would not 
prevent this.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Com- 


munist North Viet Nam evident- 
ly has had its own closed-circuit 
version of the U.S. policy debate 
on the course of the Vietnamese 
war. 
The hardliners in Hanoi 


who refuse negotiations appear 
firmly in control. 


Expert analysts say they can- 


not tell if there is any real split 
within the government of 76- 
year-old President Ho Chi Minh 
that 
goes 
beyond immediate 


tactics. 


But there is no doubt of the 


stern 
public rebuke adminis- 


tered earlier this month by par- 
ly theoretician Le Due Tho to 
what he called "a small number 
of comrades who have devel- 
oped erroneous thoughts and 
views. 


"They entertain subjectivism 


and pacifism," complained Tho. 
"They display pessimism and 
fail to realize clearly the decep- 
tive peace negotiation plot of 
the enemy." 


While 
striking 
out 
at 
the 


doubters and waverers, Le Due 
Tho mentioned no names. Ex- 
perts believe there are at least 
three or four in the top ranks of 
Hanoi's hierarchy and assume 
that there may be 30 or 40 more 
scattered through the second 
echelon of leaders. 


It is known here that Alexan- 


der Shelepin, the secretary of 
the powerful Soviet C e n t r a l 
Committee, left Hanoi in mid- 
January after a visit without 
feeling there was any room for 
the moderates. 


ft is also known here that at 


no time during or since the 37- 
day pause in U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnamese targets has 
the North Vietnamese leader- 
ship shown any difference in 
approach that might encourage 
negotiations. 


Inside Ho's Politburo, the pro- 


Chinese element is believed led 
by Truonk Chinh, 58. He is the 
militant chief ideologist of the 
Communist party. 


He played a leading role in 


establishing 
the revolutionary- 


government and was a member" 
of the North Vietnamese delega- 
tion to the 1954 Geneva confer- 
ence. Ten years ago he fell into 
disgrace for his handling of a 
land reform program but reap- 
peared after a short eclipse of 
two years. 


Ranking second to Ho in the 


party hierarchy is Le Duan, 58, 
the first secretary of the central 
committee. He is said to be pro- 
Soviet rather than pro-Chinese. 
Nevertheless he is one of the 
driving forces behind the Viet 
Cong in South Viet Nam. 


Le Duan and Le Due Tho have 


been bitter rivals for more than 
a decade. They headed com- 
peting Communist groups in 
South Viet Nam during the war 
that preceded the 1954 Geneva 
agreement. 


Also counted in the pro-Soviet 


team is Prime Minister Van 
Dog, 
58. He headed North Viet 


Nam's delegations to the Gene- 
va conferences in 1954 and 1962. 
He has been premier and for- 
eign minister.
